Is there another civilized country in the world in which so extra- 
vagant an absurdity and so monstrous a cruelty as this could be per- 
petrated under the name of Equity? The Roman Satirist declaimed 
on the dangers of beauty.to its possessor, and under the sway of the 
Court of Chancery a.modern Juvenat might draw a frightful pic- 
ture of the perils of being born with a claim to an estate.. Really, an 
infancy and youth in York Castle,—a delectable Baby-house,—are dear 
prices for good fortune. Children cannot be too cautious how they 
come into the world seized of rights. If they do not Answer before 
they have learned to speak, the consequences, as we see, are frightful 
—a Castle for a cradle, bolts and bars for bibs and tuckers, and 
prison-diet for panada! So much for Chancery; and passing from 
this example of the process of the Court, Mr WiLtiams proceeded to 
touch _ the remarkable silence of the Report respecting one main, 
cause of delay. In a Chancery-suit there are three stages; the first, 
from. the commencement of the suit to the time when it is put down 
for hearing; the second, from that period to the hearing; the third, 
from the hearing to the final decision. These three stages almost 
tally with little Satomon’s definition of the three stages of music : 
namely, “ play pretty well; play very bad; and play not at all ;”—. 
the first stage is the best; the second is very bad; and the third, the 
stage between decision and hearing, is no stage at all, or it is a stage 
without end, if stage we must call that which has no termination, 
But on this last stage, the Commissioners have been silent, though it 
is notorious that this very stage is the drop through which causes are 
plunged into an awful eternity of doubts, the papers being carried 
home to Hamilton place for dissection, where they rest undisturbed in 
the sideboard, waiting the day of judgment. Both Mr Wittiams 
and Mr Broveuam distinctly explained the reason why this slippery 


‘stage had been so curiously slurred over in the Report. The Com- 


mittee had evidence before them bearing on the mischief, but they did. 
not found any resolution on it, either one way or the other,—becauise 
the Chancellor was on the Commission, because the Commission was 
of his nomination, and the majority of it composed of men either 
grateful for past or expectant of future favours. 

We have not at present time or space to analyse the debate on the 
Chancery Report as we could have wished; the subject is a compre- 
hensive one, and we shall return to it on a future day. Mr Peer, we 
are sorry to say, made a speech unworthy of the worthy reputation he 
has been lately acquiring. He condescended to use such a pitiable 
jargon as this :—“ The delays of which the Chancellor was accused 
were only delays to come to a just decision.” A school-boy would 
or should be ashamed of so petty a kind of jeu de mots. The com- 
plaint is, that the decision does not come. Are there not now more 
than fifty judgments undelivered? Mr Peet also made a most extra- 
ordinary use of Mr Montacue—he quoted him as an authority, and 
settled the Chancellor’s merits on the basis of that learned gentleman's 
opinions. 

“Mr Montacus (said Mr Peet) gave some cases which had occurred 
within his own memory, of the great propriety of the Chancellor’s deci- 
sions. One was the case of Blackburn, on whieh Mr Monracus stated, 
that he was perfectly convinced, after arguing the matter for several 
hours, that his own conclusion was correct, and he felt indignant that the 
Chaneellor delayed his decision; but one day the Chancellor called his 
attention to one point which he had overlooked, and had requested him to 
argue ‘hatover again. He had done so, and be had found that he was 
wrong; and whatever might have been the cause of the delay, he (Mr ' 
Montague) was satisfied that by it the Chancellor had avoided com- 
mitting the injustice he wanted him to commit.” y 

Nobody will be surprised to hear that Mr Montacvue was ve 
wrong he was very confident of .being very right; but if 
the Caancetton’s judicial character is to be built: up with Mr 
MowtTaGve’s errors, we see no reason why it should not tower to the 
altitude'of another Babel.

MR COBBETT AND THE EXAMINER. 


Wuewn we alluded lately to the report that Consetr would become 
a candidate to represent Westminster at the next general election, we 
did not imagine we should stir up that meek Christian* to so much 
wrath as our notice produced. But we might have considered, that 
to touch, however slightly, two of his sorest points,—his Vanity and 
his Inconsistency,—could not fail to lead to a strong development of 
the wiperous part of him. Accordingly, we were favoured, in the 
Register of May 6, with the following vituperation : 

“TI have had pointed out to me a paragraph in a little weekly news- 
paper, called the Examiner. which, after having long lived as toad- 
eater to Atkinson, has now become the toad-eater of * rational Christi- 
anity,” and which has always been toad-eater to the Man of many 
Acres and his ’Squire.” 

After quoting our article, he proceeds :— 

“ Now, mind, this very toad-eater announced, only about three weeks 
ago.that Sir Francis BorpettT was about to subscribe towards my election 
fund ; and the toad-eater suid, that it did great honour to the heart of the 
worthy Baronet! What! toad-eater. did it do great honour to him, to 
assist in putting a ‘ weather-cock politician” into Parliament? This 
poor, little, miserable dealer in table-talk, whose mind seems to have 
been formed in a lobby of the play-house; this man, who praises a 
speech of Hopnouse, all the good part of which was direct purloining from 
the Register, without scarcely a change in the words themselves; this is a 
fellow, this is a pander at the heels of Atheism, this is a man to know 
any thing about the feelings of the people of Westminster !”” 

He goes on to call us “a poor little devil;” makes an elaborate 
comparison between us and a tom-tit,—“ a very little bird, with a blue 
back, black head and tail, and white belly ;” informs his readers that 
we are vastly ambitious of being thought to be intimately acquainted 
with Sir Frawcis Burnett; but assures them that the Hon. Baronet 
cares as little fur us as for any one of the aforesaid tom-tits, which 
may fly about his woods and coppices. All this would be amusing 
enough as a mere matter for laughter, but that it is really deplorable 
in a man of talent so to expose his wretched weakness and spite. 
Observe how much malice and nonsense his blind rage has crammed 
into the few lines we have quoted. Being at a loss to find a person 
whom he can accuse us of flattering, he writes boldly the name of 
Atkinson—we are dubbed “toad-eaters to Atkinson.” Had Jenkins 
occurred to him first, he would have written “ toad-eaters to Jenkins,” — 
both names being equally known, or unknown, to the public, to us, 
and to Mr Cosperr. He next attributes to the Examiner a para- 
graph quoted from the Stamford News, respecting Sir F. Buroerrt’s 
subscription to his election-fund; and having thus made us say what 
we did not say,—viz. that the subscribing ‘‘ did great honour to the 
heart of the worthy Baronet,”—he exclaims against our inconsistene 
in praising a man for subscribing to get “a weather-cock politician” 
into Parliament, Not that we differ from the sentiment expressed by 
the Stamford News,—for we have ourselves more than once written 
strongly in favour of Copnett’s getting into Parliament; but we may 
see here his total disregard of truth when he wishes to tramp up a 
charge against any one who has offended him, as well as hig gross 
absurdity; for where. is. the “ inconsistency’4n wishing a clever man 
to get into Honourable House, and yet not wishing him to displace 
a popular Representative ?

We should 
hope, indeed, from an examination of all the years we have given, that 
pauperism, which in the three first of them was certainly more extensive 
than at any former period, has received a check, and in the last three or 
four years has been slowly declining, either from an increased severity 
in the administration of the rates, or from an improvement in the condi- 
tion of the people. We believe also that this result is, in great part, to 
be attributed to the attention which has been turned to the subject, the 
knowledge of the state of those parishes where a bad system has pro- 
duced its utmost effects having excited increased vigilance in those where 
it was susceptible of being checked. In this view-the following picture, 
appended to one of the returns from a parish in Norfolk ,may be useful :— 
“ Boosam.—The amount of money expended for the use of the poor, 
from Michselmas 1814 to Michaelmas 1815, was 1461.; since which 
time the annual expenditure has increased to 4071. 16s. which we attri- 
bute, in a great measure, to the system of granting allowances ity propor- 
tion to their families (now so generally adopted by the Magistrates). Of 
this we are certain, that since the adoption of the above oy oy 
and economy have been gradually on the decline, and in many families 
have entirely dixappeared.

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
FALL OF MISSOLONGHIL. 

Dispatches have been received at the Colonial Office, from. the Hon. 
Frederick Ponsonby, Lord High Commissioner. pro tempore, in the 
Jonian Islands, announcing the fall of Missolonghi on the night of the 
22d and 23d ultimo. It eppears that the garrison, having become des- 
perate from the total want of provisions, and the failure of the Greek 
fleet, under Admiral Miaulis, to throw supplies into the town, determined 
to retire from the place. A sortie was accordingly made by eight hun- 
dred men, under two Chiefiains, with the hope to gain possession of one 
of the batteries upon the sea-shore, which was defended by a large body 
of Arabs; and the town waa partially set fire to, at the same time, with 
the view of diverting the attention of the besiegers. It was hoped, that 
by this attack a way would be opened for the remainder of the garrison ; 
but this plan bad been foreseen by the Turks, and their posts so strongly 
reinforced, that, after attempting in vain to force a passage by carrying 
the battery, the body, led by the two Chieftains, ve let and en- 
deavoured to save themselves by gaining the mountains, They then 

red into the town, and put to the sword, or made prisoners, all who 
opposed them. The loss sustained by the Turks on this occasion is not 
reported ; but the obstinacy of the conflict may be estimated by the fact,

man admitted that there had been instances of gross abuse in obtaining 
delays, though he said they were not common. Great ony existed in 
the Master’s Office, and it was proposed that the decree of the Master 
should be given in six weeks, or that, if not pursued, the cause should be 
lost. With regard to Appeals, the Commissioners recommended that 
there should be none qllowed except upon the same facts, for it was 
owing to the admission of new facts that appeals had so much increased, 
though nothing could be more unjust to the Vice-Chancellor than this 
introduction of new matter before the Lord Chancellor. It was proposed, 
too, to limit the number of Counsel to speak in each cause to fwo, by 
which much time would be saved, for now six and seven were sometimes 
heard, several of them at great length. ‘ Only let the House think of 
this!’’ said the Attorney-General. (Laughter.) It was intended that 
Counsel should make two motions only in succession, a measure which 
would benefit the junior Counsel. No person was to be allowed to appeal 
except upon a certificate of Counsel thattheapplication wasproper. As to 
bankruptcy cases, the Commissioners proposed, that a certain number of 
Commissioners were to form a Court, which should decide on the facts 
in the first instance, by the examination of witnesses; the parties, if they 
chose, might then appeal to the Lord Chancellor in person. This plan 
would have the effect of preventing a great number of cases from coming 
before the Chancellor at all,and produce dispatch. It was intended also 
to relieve the Chancellor from his jurisdiction in cases of Aabeas corpus, 
Much misconception had gone abroad on the subject of arrears of the 
Court of Chancery, as they were termed. In the Vice-Chancellor’s Court 
there were scarcely any ; and the total amount in the Lord Chancellor's 
was in January last only 109,—an addition of five only since 1822; and 
these were caused by the Chancellor's being urgently called upon to take 
cases out of the common course, which were represented to him by 
Counsel as being of the highest immediate moment to the cause of justice. 
The only arrear was in the re-hearings and appeals, and they were not 
increasing. The proposed measures, he hoped, would have the effect of 
reducing them altogether. The Commissioners had done their dut 
ably; they recommended the trial of what they now suggested, and if 
things worked well, further remedies might be applied, if needful. After 

assing some compliments on the talents, industry, and extreme love of 
justice of the Lord Chancellor, the Attorney-General moved for leave to 
bring in a bill to carry into effect the measures recommended by the Jate 
Commission upon the Practice of the Court of Chancery. 


Mr J. Wicttams said the Report was a good one as far as it went, bat 
it did not go far enough ; for it failed to apply remedies for the chief 
grievances of the Court of Chancery. Aneulogium had been passed upon 
the Noble Lord, who had been there 25 years, and yet all that this bill 
was now to effect might easily have been done 25 years ago by that 
Noble Lord's authority alone! No improvements, however, had ever 
been effected in all this time. The measures proposed were of a doubtful 
deseription. Nothing was said respecting injunctions, though it was 
hard that a suit should be stopped by an injunction from a Court which 
knew nothing of the previous business. On the subject of contempts, too, 
the Report was silent, though poor unoffending persons were suffering 
under the system. When the case of the imprisonment of a child was 
mentioned by the Hon. Member for Montrose, the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs said it was an impossible thing, which he did not believe! 
It was nevertheless the fact, that a boy was confined with his father-in- 
law, in York Castle, under a commitment of the Court of Chancery, for 
implied comempt, simply because the child bad an interest in a portion 
of an estate in right of his father. He had been in prison since Ovtober, 
and was now there! (Hear, hear!) This was the irreproachable system 
of the immaculate unerring Court of Chancery! (Cheers,) The Commis- 
sioners had touched upon the subject of conveyancing with a gentievess 
quite edifying. They stated that delays principally arose from the pro- 
lixity of conveyancing; but the whale system should obviously have 
been investigated to the bottom. Had the Commission enquired into the 
abuses which arose during the progress of a suit? The case of Brown 
and De Tastett lasted nine years from the setting down to the hearing ; 
and in many cases of motions, some of them occupied two and three years 
before they were disposed of. There were cases of bankruptcy which 
lasted seven, eight, and nine years, (Hear, hear /) ‘The country required 
that something should be done to expedite suits in Chancery. They 
were totally in the dark regarding the period between the hearing of a 
cause and the pronouncing judgment; yet this was one of the most cry- 
ing grievances of the Chancery system, for the suitors were kept in 
torture of may and put to great cost by the delay. He knew of suits 
which cost 1.0002. to 12,0001, before judgment could be obtained. 
In one, when 1,5001. had been spent, it was obliged to be, cdmmenced 
de novo, Still, it was said, these were individual case@--there :was no 
delay——no distress! ( Cheers.) In July 1825, the Chancellor promised 
to decide a case speedily, but he had not yet done it. _Heknew of one 
case which had been delayed 13 years; and of another, ia which, afiera

Mr M.A. TaYior maintained that the Court of Chancery ought to be 
entirely independent of political power or principles, and that the Judge 
of it ought not to be distracted by politics, but be able to sit day after 
day for the dispatch of business. He and his friends had been twenty 

ears endeavouring to persuade the Government to correct the system, 
bee all their efforts had been fruitiess, though now a new light had sud- 
denly broken in, and it was discovered that the system required some 
amendment. Still it was contended that the evils complained of were 
chiefly fanciful. The country, however, when it saw men ruined, and 
property locked up for years, by the Court of Chancery, could not be 
made to believe that such grievances were mere fancies! The Commis- 
sioners had said nothing on the important question, whether the Court 
was competent to perform its duties properly. Their Report might do 
good, but it had not gone far enough. 

Mr Peet said, the object was, to have the bill printed, in order that 
next Session it might be carefully considered. sbee thought that the 
Commissioners had gone too far—some, that they had not gone far 
enongh: but they had steered between extremes, and recommended 
such propositions as they deemed wise and necessary, even though they 
knew they most lead to extensive innovations and reforms. ( Hear, hear! ) 
The question of conveyancing had not been referred tothem. The Lord 
Chancellor, differing from his predecessors, decided on the facts ax well 
as the law in bankrupt cases, with a view to save the suitors the expense 
of litigation, Was he to be condemned for this? Ifthe delay imputed 
to his Lordship arose from his indulgence in pleasure or in frivolous 
amusements, he should be one of the first to condemn it; but if he saw 
a man devoting twelve out of twenty-four hours, without remission, to 
the public bu<iness, and allowing himself no longer a vacation than three 
wi out of 52, he would pass over with a light hand the venial fault of 
him who decided slowly. from the peculiar constitution of his mind, and 
bis ultra anxiety to decide justly. (Hear, hear!) The general conduct 
of the Chancellor entitled him to lasting honours; and as to his attempt- 
ting to reform the practice of his court, he had no leisure for such a work, 
The Chancellor, now in his 76th year, performed his duties with ability

The Lerd Chancellor had done everything to forward the inquiry, 
and had left upon his (De L’s.) mind a most favourable impression with 
regard to the learning, intelligence, and integrity of that learned Lord, 
( Chears. Great delays, no doubt, occurred, which should be considered. 
He was not sanguine in his bope that the alterations sugge-ted would 
effect much ; but the Commissioners had done all that was prudent in the 
first instance. A system that had lasted for ages ouglit not to be swept 
down at once,as no man could caloulate the consequences. (Hear, hear ! )

Mr Cawnine did not disagree in the abstract with the proposed Reso- 
lotion; but he eontended that it was calculated to produce hurtful rather 
than beneficial effects. Government wished to obtain their object by 
conciliation, and the Hon. Gentleman wanted to employ force and terror, 
Emancipation most be produced by gradual, temperate, and moderate 
means ; and Government would not be diverted from its course, unless 
wich acts of contumacy and resistance were resorted to as he trusted they 
were not likely to witness. (Hear, hear!) He admitted that the spirit 
of the Constitation was hostile’ to Slavery, but it had been sanctioned by 
the laws. As to its being inconsistent with the Christian religion, that 
was not the fact, for the great beauty of the Christian religion was, that 
it carried its benefits into systems of every description, and Slavery had 
co-existed with it from its dawn to the present hour, It was possible 
that farther interference might be necessary next Session, but he disap 
proved of it at present. He was, in faét, anxious to retard the measure, 
in order to arrive at the end with more safety. (Hear, hear !) 

Mr Brovesam, in reply, maintained that Slavery had existed, not in 
aceordance with the principles of the Constitution, but in spite of them. 
So it was with respect to the Christian religion. Could any man deny 
that it was most unchristian to hold a fellow-being in Slavery—to treat 
him as a brute beast, and, at the instigations of capricious cruelty or sor- 
did avarice, to tear the very flesh from his bones? ( Cheers.) Such a 
system was essentially repugnant to Christianity, and could, by no pro- 
cts of sophistry, be reconeiled with its benignant spirit. The Right 
Hon, Gentleman (Mr Canning) had represented the Resolutions as im- 
posing the obligation. on the House to proceed absolutely next Session 
with goercive measures, The Resolutions, however,. only. hound the 
Hoase to take the question again into consideration next Session, if no- 
thing should have oecurred intermediately to obviate the necessity. As 
to the argument, that harm would result from the rejection of the Reso- 
lutions, let the responsibility rest on the heads of those who voted 
against them, 

The House divided.—For the Resolutions, 38—Against them, 100,— 
The House adjourned at 4 o’clock, till Friday next.

We give under the Foreign head the melancholy details of the final 
capture of Missolonghi, the defenee of which affords so: honourable a 
proof of determination and bravery on the one side, and of ruthless 
vengeance on the other. In addition to the foree employed against 
then, it, garrison ‘had-fora long time previoug 
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reason to believe, that the final success of the Ottoman will yet be 
arrested; it being still confidently asserted, that Russia and Great 
Britain will unite in forcing the Porte into an acknowledgment of 
Grecian independence. In the meantime, a Russian ultimatum in 
regard to Moldavia and Wallachia, has been delivered to the Turkish 
Minister, who, as usual, is seeking to gain time; but a war on this 
score seems inevitable, whatever the agreement in regard to Greece. 
In a conversation on the subject in the House of Commons on Friday 
evening, on the presentation of a petition from Essex, requesting the 
House to sonar fbe in favour of the Greeks, Ministers did not say 
anything to damp the sanguine anticipations of Sir Rosert Witsow 
and Mr Hossovuse, that they were actually engaged in negociations 
for Grecian deliverance. 


That the laws are the perfection of reason, and that the Judges are 
always accurate expounders of them, we may not venture to doubt; 
but when two doctrines are held, inconsistent with each other, it 
perhaps may be conceded to us to inquire, with all becoming humility, 
which is to prevail. It has long and generally been supposed that 
damages in cases of seduction and crim, con. are awarded, not as fines 
or punishments on the defendants, but as compensation to the par- 
ties suffering the loss of the affectionate cares of a wife, or the 
services of a daughter. Whether this was a wise way of viewing 
these matters, it is not our purpose 'to inquire: let it suffice, that it 
was some time accounted law, and consequently the perfection of 
reason. But of all the fickle things in the world, that peffection of 
reason is about the most changeable; it is one thing in one place, 
and another in another,—a paradox past human comprehension. It 
is we believe even now held to -be the perfection of reason, that 
damages in the actions we have named are given as compensation 
for the injury suffered, and not as punishment on the offender; but in 
the Common Pleas it appears that another doctrine prevails. In the 
action, Ricuarpson v. Fry, the Curer Justice hanged the Jury 
thus :— 

“The only remaining question then was, as to the amount of the 
damages they should give to the plaintiff? They would remember the 
circumstances which had been proved in evidence, and on them they 
must found their jndgment. It had been said by the learned Counsel 
for the defendant, that his client was extremely poor; but if the Jury 
were of opinion that he had miseonducted himself in the manner here 
alleged, he must answer for it. If he could not make reparation in his 
purse, he must in his person ; for it would be a most unjust principle if a 
man could be allowed to outrage the dearest affections of his fellow crea- 
tures, and then escape by pleading his poverty.” 

Thus charged, the Jury brought in a verdict of Two Tuovsanp 
Pouwps against the defendant, a mere boy, and the son of a farmer 
with eight children,—a verdict, under such circumstances, tantamount 
to a sentence of imprisonment for life. 

The principle of the Caier Justice may be the sound one; it 
may be right that the gist of these actions should be punishment to 
the wrong-doer by means of fine, and not mearly pecuniary com- 
pensation to the injured, but we should like to see uniformity of opera- 
tion given to this new rule of law. In some of the most atrocious 
cases of seduction, in which the defendants have been rich men and 
the plaintiff's poor, we have heard the Jury cautioned against vin- 
dictive damages, and warned that the just pecuniary compensation to 
the sufferer was the sole point they had to consider; that they were 
not to fine Dives for his sin, but to assess the value of the poor man’s 
wife or daughter in pounds, shillings, and pence, and to give him the 
market price of the lost services. Such damages are no punishments 
to the rich; the principle on which they are given “allows a man to 
outrage the dearest affections of his fellow-creatures and then to es- 
cape by the rower of his purse.” But apply the doctrine of the 
Cuter Justice of the Common Pleas to the party who is

taken to prevent him from outraging “the dearest affections of his 
fellow-creatures” with impunity. Damages confessedly e-cessive are 
in this instance esteemed legitimate as an indirect engine of punish- 
ment. We do not, however, admire indirect engines of punishment. 
Justice should go straight and openly to its end.

COURT OF COMMON PLEAS. 
Saturday, May 13. 
CRIMINAL CONVERSATION——-RICHARDSON U, FRY. 
The plaintiff in this case is an attorney at Worle, near Weston-super- 
Mare, in Somersetshire; the defendant is the Pupil of a Sargeon and 
Apothecary.—It appeared from the speech of Mr Sergeant Wipe and the 
evidence, that Mr Richardson had in 1822, when 22 years of uge, ran off 
with and married Miss Mary Anne Poole, the daughter of an Attorney, : 
then two or three years his senior. She had no property, and Mr Rick. 
ardson settled the whole of his upon her for life (nearly 200/. a year.) The 
fruit of their marriage was two boys. Until Me Fry was introdoced into 
the family, Mrand Mrs Richardson lived on the most affectionate terms; - 
bat after that event, the witnesses said they observed a difference in Mrs 
Richardson’s behaviour to her hushand.—A servant of Mr Richardson's 
deposed, that she had seen Mrs Richardson sitting on Mr Fry’s knee in 
the parlour; asd on another occasion, she cautiously put her bead into the 
room where they were together, when she witnessed the criminal conduct 
complained of.—A letter written by Mr Fry to Mrs Richardson was read, 
in which he called her his “* Dear Mary Anne,” and after telling her he 
had been drenched in the rain, says, ** I wished myself in your arms, 
where I should have bappily been proteeted from the tarbulence of the 
element.”—Mr Smith a Sargeon, was examined, who said that he bed 
been consulted by Mr Fry, respecting the proper medicines to be given to 
Mrs Richardson, who was diseased.—Mr Richardson was also diseased, 
and he expressed extreme surprise when told by Mr Smith the description

The Plaintiff did 
not appear in Coart with clean hands; and from the unblushing impudence 
with whieh Elizabeth Fry (the female servant who deposed to what had 
passed in the parlour) had conducted herself, her evidence might well be 
disbelieved. ‘The letter did not call for any remarks. His client was the 
son of a farmer with eight children; the Plaintiff had evidently acted with 
carelessness ; and it was a case which called for nominal damages only. 
Mr Justice Best told the Jury, that the case was a very extraordinary 
ove, but as it was clearly made out, the only question was, the amount of 
damages. If the Defendant could not pay by his purse, he mast in his 
rsou; for no man could be allowed to escape, on a plea of poverty, afier 
eoten outraged the dearest affections of his fellow creajures. There was 
@ point which bad not been observed upon, which was of the utmost import- 
ance. The settlement, by which all the property to which the Plaintiff was 
entitled is conveyed to his wife, places it absolutely at her disposul, and, 
if he dies to morrow, she will receive the income it prodaces, in despite 
of his children, for there is this difference in the claim of dower at common 
law and the marringe settlement—by the former, if a woman committed 
adultery, she forfeited her claim to dower, but by the latter, all property 
canveyed to her remained entirely at her disposal. If the other injury to 
which allusion had been made by the witnesses had really heen committed 
by the defendant, it was an additional aggravation of his miscorduct, 
The Jury retired for two hours, and then brought in a Verdict for the 
plaintiff— Damages 2,000/. The Court was crowded to excess. 





COURT OF EXCHEQUER. 
THE NEW CUSTOM-HOUSE—THE KING V. PETO. 

® This court was occupied the whole of Tuesday and Wednesday in try 

ing this cause; which, the Arroxney-Generac stated, was an action to 
recover the penalty of a bond executed by Mr Peto, he having failed in 
the fulfilment of his contract. Among other things the Arrorner Gene 

wat said, that Mr Peto bound himself to complete the new Custom house 
for the sum of 165,000/. (exclusive of 12,0001. for the piling.) The 
charge, however, amounted in the whole to nearly double—namely, 
370,000!. of whieh 24,0001. were apportioned for the piling. | Appre- 
bensions were entertained for the safety of the building, and at length a 
portion of it felldown. Mr Peto had contracted to drive piles of a certain 
length, that were to secure the building, two feet into the stratum of the 
gravel; bat, on examination, these piles were found to be not half of 
the required length, neither did they reach the stratum of gravel at all. 
The spandrels of the niches were to have been filled up with brick work, 
instead of which they were filled wp with rubbish, though 2,500/. had 
been charged for the work, as if it had been duly performed. Mr Laing 
was the architect eniployed by Government to superintend the building, 
and the Attorney-General said there was collusion between Mr. Peto and 
him. These werethe principle charges agaiost Mr Peto, but there were 
several others of a minor deseription. The additional eost to the public, 
on eceount of the falling in of various parts of the Custom-house, the 
Attorney-General said, would amount to 100,000/. 

Several Architeets and Surveyors were examined. Mr Smirke stated, 
that he wondered how the building stood so long with piles of the de- 
seriptions used ; thet there would have been a safe foundation had the 
specification been followed; and that he attributed the falling of the 
building to the badwess of the piling and the manner in which they were 
driven. Mr G. Rennie was of the same opinion, aad so were Messrs. 
Watker, Milne, Morris, Baker, and Austin, Surveyors; and Mr Atkins, 
carpenter. 

Mr Scaaart led for the defence. He contended, that Mr Peto was 
net the Architect, but ouly the builder of the new Custom house; that, 
with regard to the piling, bis epinion had been overruled by Me Laing 
tie Arebitect; that be bed followed his written directions to the very 
latter 5 that mothing hed been left to Wis discretion ; that, in the opinion of 
the rye he had.completely fulfilled his duty ; that whoever might 
be to y Mr Peto at least was.quite clear upon the subject, for that all 
he had had been dove by the orders and uader the inspection of 
the Crews Agents, who had actually compelled him to buy the ma- 
riale used from themselves, as being the best thet could be got for the 
purpose.

when the new Custom-house was building ; that the original plans and 
specifications were not all acted upon ; that the piling was not judicious: 
that the foundation, which it was the duty of the Architeet to sve to, dee 
not placed on any natural ground; and that, in his opinion, the cause of 
the giving way was the decay of the planking and sleepers —Mr Savage, 
architect, was also of this opinion —Mr Rose, timber merchant, deposed, 
that he supplied part of the beach timber used for piles at the Custom. 
house, which was good and proper for piling ; bat ft should be kept wei, 
otherwise it would very soon be useless.—Mr Allen, architect, deposed, 
that he had examined the work. He was of opiuion that the mischief 
was caused by the decay of the planking and sleeepers ; for the progren 
of decay was rapid when beech was not constantly immersed in water, 
bat was alternately wet and dry. The ground was most anfit to drives 
pile at all, not one pile in four went into the gravel. 

The Arrorney Gengracnow said, thatthe Government had been charged 
with favouritism, and had prosecuted Mr Peto instead of Mr Laing, 
in order that the latter should escape and the former be sacrificed. This 
was not the fact; proceedings had been commenced'against Mr Laing 
for his great neglect and misconduct, and he would shortly be brought 
before a jury. _ It was however Mr Peto’s duty to have seen that the work 
was properly performed, according to the contract he had entered into; 
and if Mr Laing had interfered improperly, so as to cause the building to be 
unsafe, he should have applied ta the Commissiovers of the Customs, with 
whom he had made the contract, and not have gone on in a ceurse which be 
knew would be fatal to the building. 

The Cnier Baron charged the jury, that the terms of the contract were 
well known to the defendant; the great question for them to decide was, 
whether he was justified in departing from the contract as lie had done. 
He was of opivion that there was not the slightest evidence of collesion 
between Mr Peto and Mr Laing; but the defendant should have applied 
to the Commissioners if he had acted with prudence. 

The Jury, after upwards of three hours consultation, gave their verdict, 
that Mr Laing was authorized by the Commissioners to saperintend the 
building of the Custom-house; that the defendant had piled and filled ap 
the spandrals of the niches according to Mr. Laings desire ; that there 
was no collusion between Mr Peto and Mr Laing; that-Mr Laing had 
power to deviate from the original plan; that the work was performed ace 
cording to the drawings furnished during its progress; that it was done 
tothe approbation of Mr Laing; and that the piles would bave beee 
forced into the gravel but for the interference of the Surveyor or Clerk of

The ropes being 
adjusted, and the caps drawn over their faces, the drop fell instantly. At 
the moment the bolt was drawn Leach made an effort, as it were, to save 
himself, by placing one of bis feet on the edge of the drop, but he could 
not keep it there, and his body became suspended. This act must cer- 
tainly have caused him much torture, as it broke his fall, and the two 
executioners were necessitated to hang to his legs for full five minutes 
before he ceased to struggle. Neadon seemed to die instantly. The 
bodies remained hanging till nine o’clock, when they were cut down, and 
delivered to their friends. 
A very exaggerated statement of an accident that occurred to the Pad- 
dington Canal, on Sunday last, having appeared in several of the morning 
, we are authorised to say, that the damage is by no means serious. 
Tie facts are, that the bank of the Canal, under which a new sewer had
